B y direction of the Postoffice De­ 
partment, the attention of the patrons 
of the Postoffice of Santa Ana is in­ 
vited to the advantages of providing 
facilities for the receipt of their mail 
by erecting conveniently accessible 
boxes or cutting suitable slots in their 
doors. Such action would enable the 
postmaster to give a prompter and 
better 
delivery 
service 
with the

riers can cover much more territory 
in less time if not compelled to w ait 
for an answer to their ring. Private 
receptacles for mail are also a great 
convenience to the householder, ob­ 
viating the necessity of responding 
to the carrier’s call at inconvenient 
moments and permitting the safe de­ 
livery of mail in absence of members 
of the household.
